What  to  Do  When  Plants  Arrive 

Your  soil  and  the  care  you  give  the  plants  after  they  are  planted  tempers 
your  success  with  them.  They  are  living  things  and  should  be  unpacked  im¬ 
mediately  when  they  arrive  and  if  you  cannot  set  them  into  the  border  or 
garden  immediately  you  should  cover  the  roots  well  with  moist  soil  until  you 
can  plant  them  out. 

In  setting  the  plants  out  be  sure  your  soil  is  rich  enough  to  give  them  all  the  plant  food 
they  need.  Work  it  up  to  a  good  depth  until  it  is  loose  and  fine.  Dig  a  hole  large  enough  for 
each  plant  so  it  will  set  slightly  lower  than  it  did  in  the  nursery  row.  Spread  the  fine  roots 
out  carefully  and  sift  the  fine  soil  over  them  until  they  are  covered  to  a  natural  depth  then 
press  the  soil  firmly  around  them  and  give  them  plenty  of  water.  Do  not  allow  a  crust  to 
form  around  the  plants.  Keep  the  ground  stirred  frequently.  Watering  in  early  morning  or 
in  the  evening  is  often  necessary  during  the  dry  summer  months. 

Do  not  allow  manure,  commercial  fertilizer  or  prepared  plant  foods  to  touch  the  roots. 
It  is  usually  best  to  sprinkle  these  on  top  of  the  ground  near  the  plants  and  sprinkle  with 
water  or  allow  the  rain  to  wash  the  soluble  portions  into  the  ground  so  the  plants  can  use 
them. 

You  will  be  well  repaid  for  the  care  and  attention  you  give  your  plants.  By  keeping  the 
fading  flowers  picked  off  the  blooming  season  of  many  flowers  can  be  considerably  lengthened.

ACHILLEA 

(Milfoil  or  Yarrow) 

A  pretty  family  of  flowers  that  prefer  dry 
sunny  places.  They  are  drouth  resisting  and 
remain  bloom  for  long  periods.  The  dwarf 
varieties  are  much  used  for  rockeries;  the 
taller  ones  for  medium  border. 

MILLEFOLIUM  ROSEUM.  (Rosy  Milfoil). 
Rosy  pink  flowers  in  dense  heads  on  a 
plant  that  grows  12  to  15  inches  high  and 
blooms  profusely  from  July  to  October. 
An  attractive  plant  in  the  low  border  and 
the  flowers  may  be  used  with  other  flowers 
in  bouquets.

INDIAN.  RED.  A  loose-petaled  variety  that 
grows  about  2V2  feet  high  bearing  its 
bronzy  red  flowers  with  yellow  centers  on 
erect  stems.  Very  attractive.

How  To  Plant  And  Care  For  Perennials  j 


Most  perennials  will  do  well  planted 
about  12  inches  apart.  The  dwarfs  may  be 
set  somewhat  closer  and  the  taller  varie¬ 
ties  farther  apart.  Crowded  plantings  are 
never  as  effective  as  those  more  openly 
spaced.  The  best  top  soil  should  be  sifted 
around  the  roots  and  firmly  pressed  down. 
Use  plenty  of  water. 

Plants  often  grow  too  rapidly  for  the 
stems  they  produce  and  hence  need  some 
support  to  make  them  shapely  and  effec¬ 
tive.  Early  staking  will  help  them. 

Many  plants  will  bloom  almost  continu¬ 
ously  if  the  flowers  are  cut  and  not  al¬ 
lowed  to  seed.  Shipping  of  dried  leaves, 
broken  stems  and  dead  flowers  helps  the 
appearance  of  the  perennial  garden. 

Plants  listed  are  hardy  in  varying  de¬ 
grees.  Some  positively  need  protection 
such  as  Tritomas,  Canterbury  Bells  and 


Foxglove.  Coarse  strawy  manure  or  leaves 
is  an  effective  mulch  when  applied  in  late 
November  and  removed  gradually  in  the 
spring  as  the  frost  leaves  the  ground. 

Dwarf  plants  will  usually  thrive  with¬ 
out  much  attention,  but  the  taller  varie¬ 
ties  grow  faster,  produce  heavy  tops  and 
dense  roots  that  in  one,  two  or  three  years 
often  choke  out  the  best  qualities  of  the 
plant.  They  will  do  beter  if  divided  occa¬ 
sionally. 

By  stirring  the  ground  occasionally 
with  the  hoe  the  moisture  is  retained. 
Grass  cutting  may  be  used  as  a  light 
mulch.  Sprinkling  in  early  morning  or  late 
in  the  evening  during  very  hot  weather 
is  often  necessary,  but  the  ground  should 
never  be  allowed  to  bake  or  form  a  crust 
around  the  plants.  Perennial  plants  will 
reward  you  well  for  the  care  and  atten¬ 
tion  you  give  them.
